The Board has done its best to prevent the spread 
of disease, and has succeeded very well, excepting in 
the epidemic of measles, in which case the contagion 
is spread before the disease is developed sufficiently 
to determine the disease. | 

Your Board thought if advisable to send a repre- 
sentative to the Congress of Boards of Health, a ses- 
sion of four days, held in Boston last summer. 

The slogan of today is “preventative medicine,” — 
and ‘Conservation of Health,” as well as of resources, 
and a little money spent in preventing disease may 
save a large amount of sickness and perhaps many 
deaths, and thus promote length of life and happiness.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Fellow Citizens: 


We herewith present our annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1917. 


You will notice by our financial statement we 
have kept within our allotted amount for school work 
with a balance of $5.67 on hand. 


As is true in most all lines there has been a con- 
stant advance on material and labor throughout the 
year. We have been able to meet these conditions 
with the appropriation we asked for, and was granted 
at our last town meeting. In asking for this appro- 
priation we took into consideration a slight advance 
in labor and cost of material. While we endeavor in 
every instance to exercise great care in spending the 
money allotted for school work, we do not feel justi- 
fied in asking for less than is actually needed, and 
carry on hand a large amount of old bills. What is 
practicable for the shrewd business man certainly 
should be practicable for the management of town 
affairs. 

This year we are up against about the same prop- 
osition, consequently will need more money to ac- 
complish the same results. We have curtailed ex- 
penses on repairs the past year; this we consider in 
no way practical as some of the buildings are in much 
need of repair, but we have found it necessary in 
order to keep within the appropriation. 

While there has been no radical changes in the 
school work during the year, it has been our aim to 
keep this work to the high standard of efficiency that 
we are all looking forward to, and we feel satisfied 
with the results in most instances. We heartily ap- 
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preciate the co-operation of the parents in our ef- 
forts. The organ presented to the Elm Grove school 
by Mr. and Mus. C. L. Donelson is much appreciated. 

We have adopted a no-school signal, copy of 
which will be found in our report. We wish the par- 
ents to familiarize themselves with this signal. 

The Sehool Committee and Superintendent of 
Schools meet the first Monday evening of each month 
at Dr. Mather’s home to act on any matters pertain- 
ing to school work. We wish to call attention to the 
reports of the Superintendent of Sehools, School 
Physician, Supervisor of Music, and Attendance 
Officer, all of whom report in detail along their re- 
spective line of work.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Colrain School Committee: 


| herewith present to you my sixth annual report. 
Because of the unusual national unsettledness, I shall 
not touch upon several points that I have heretofore 
brought to your attention. 

After conference with the Heath Telephone Com- 
pany, arrangement has been made whereby signals 
for no-school sessions will be sent over the lines. The 
meanings of the signals may be found on another 
page. The people are earnestly requested to note the 
meanings carefully and refrain as far as possible 
from calling up the operators for information. The 
operators will have no more information in the mat- 
ter than will be found upon cards that will be sent 
to each household in which there are school children. 

The territory covered by the school signal system 
comprises the three towns of the school union, Buck- 
land, Colrain, and Shelburne. An effort was made to 
have a separate signal for Arms Academy, but, upon 
consideration, it seemed as though another signal 
would give rise to more or less confusion; hence the 
signals in the three towns apply to all the schools of 
the three towns. 

The person who orders the signal given does so 
after receiving reports from the remote points in the 
Jarge area covered. He has to be governed by the 
conditions existing in the greater part as reported to 
him. It is, therefore, requested that if the signals 
are given or are not given as individuals of a section 
would have them given, that those individuals bear in 
mind that the storm conditions or the under-foot con- 
ditions vary elsewhere from that section in which 
they are. 


In arranging for two morning signals, an en- 
deavor has been made to avoid closing the schools for 
all day; it is better to lose a quarter of the day only 
than to lose the whole day. Hence the provision for 
opening school, if possible, at 10.30 a. m. The time 
of 10.30 is selected as being the one hour at which 
pupus, both of the High School and the Elementary 
schools, may reach either end of the car line. Also, 
the hours of giving the signals allow a reasonable in- 
terval between their being given and the street car 
times. 


Miss Dorothy Cleveland resigned the Elm Grove 
school and Miss Ruth Harris was transferred from the 
South school to the first named school; to fill the posi- 
tion left vacant at the South school, Miss Marjorie 
Hale was transferred from Four Corners. 


The membership of the Normal Schools is less by 
hundreds than a year ago, and in some eases the 
entering classes are smaller. This, combined with 
the fact that many men and women are leaving the 
teaching force and joining with others in entering 
Government employ either directly or indirectly, 
means that there will be no diminution in the searcity 
of teachers. This scarcity of teachers is likely to con- 
tinue for the indefinite period of the war, and if the 
young people are withdrawn from the Normal 
schools and colleges, the dearth of teachers will be 
very decided. 


The cities will doubtless be able to get all the 
teachers necessary, but the towns like ourselves will 
have great difficulty, it is likely, in securing and re- 
taining good teachers. While we cannot change our 
locations we may help matters a little by offering 
more pay, and for that reason the School Committee 
request an apportionment that will permit of an in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries. 
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In some of the larger towns there has been talk 
of reviving the old plan of having the High School 
Teachers’ Course, preparing those young ladies who 
wish to do so to take up teaching immediately upon 
High School graduation. It certainly would be a pa- 
triotic step for us to encourage the High School stud- 
ents of both sexes to take up teaching, if for no other 
reason than that they may in that way serve their 
country in helping to increase its power, its re- 
sources, for the general intelligence of the nation. 


The pupils throughout the union have heartily en- 
tered into the war work. Goodly sums were raised 


for the Red Cross last spring, and this fall active par- 


ticipation in the making of various articles has been 
entered into by the pupils. In some cases work has 
been done for agencies other than that recognized by 
the Red Cross or the Government. For the protection 
of our children in their academic work, which must 
not be neglected, it would be well to limit the activ- 
ities of the school children in war work to those 
forms recommended by the Federal or State govern- 
ments, and those authorized by the Red Cross. 


The Thrift Cards and the War Savings Stamps 

have been placed within the reach of the school chil- 
dren. Ultimately,.it is likely that all the teachers will 
have the’stamps for sale. The small children have 
less hesitancy in going to the teacher for a stamp than 
in going to the postmaster for stamps. The Super- 
intendent is expected to report to headquarters the 
number of stamps sold in his district; also the num- 
ber of children taking part-in the buying of the 
stamps. 
- Provision is being made by the Federal Govern: 
ment for sending pamphlets for teachers and pupils 
that shall be an aid to the children in understanding 
the momentous issues of our nation at this time. 
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Under the leadership of Mr. Walton of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of Greenfield, the schools 
along the car line, including the Grammar grades at 
the Falls, held a Field Day at Griswoldville the first 
part of last June. It proved a success in bringing into 
competition the'athletically inclined, and brought out 
the best efforts on each side. The preparation for the 
event furnished laudable exertion in the proper di- 
rection at recesses and before and after school hours 
for several weeks. That in itself was conducive to 
easier discipline and, to a small degree, to physical 
betterment. Ina way, it increased the interest of the 
pupils in the social life of the school, thus making 
school more attractive. The thought that they were 
doing something that their elders in the higher 
schools were doing tended to raise their feelings | 
above childish actions. 


For the proper prosecution of the work in manual 
training, I believe we should have a director. Neither 
the teachers in the graded schools nor in the rural 
schools, as a class, are qualified or have the time to 
layout and look after work in manual training satis- 
factorily. I believe a local man could be hired for 
part of each week to guide the work in such a way 
that it would be profitable for the boys as sense and 
muscular training and as a project of material value 
to themselves at home or at work for others. It would 
seem as though the towns might get together in se- 
curing the services of a manual training teacher. 


The Superintendent would again call attention to 
the fact that frequent:absences for either long or 
short periods, in a few years, are almost sure to have 
an undesirable effect upon the scholastic progress of 
the child as well as upon his mental attitude toward 
school. A half day’s absence in itself isn’t much, but 
when you count the several half days or whole days 
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at intervals, it is more likely than not that the child 
has missed in the teaching of some lesson, one or 
more points which serve as connections between 
what the teacher has taught before and the child 
knows, and that which she is teaching and the child 
does not know, and cannot know because he lacks the 
connection lost through absence. If that condition 
comes about several times, the child is not as strong 
in that line of work as he was before. If the child 
is naturally slow in connecting, perceiving uncer- 
standing, the loss is the more intensified. 


_ Tardiness in our schools is almost a matter of cus- 
tom it seems. The tardinesses are caused by nearly 
the same pupils year after year. The number of min- 
utes tardy is not many, nevertheless, it is Tardiness, 
and Tardiness is not being on time. Not being on 
time, after it becomes a habit, is carried into later 
life and leads to carelessness that causes annoyances 
—sometimes pecuniary loss to others than the one 
failing of promptness. If isn’t so much the fact that 
the child comes in one minute late, as it is that he is 
forming a bad habit. 


Those pupils who have opportunity to work a part 
of the time, the schoo] authorities will be pleased to 
accomodate so far as it is possible without injury to 
the classes. If a child can get his lessons without his 
being in school the full schoo! hours, and his absence 
does not injuriously interfere with other work in the 
school, I see no valid objection to his absence at cer- 
tain times, provided arrangement is made with the 
teacher beforehand. In the rural school, the Superin- 
tendent can see how it is possible for a boy not to get 
to school before ten o’clock, or for him to be dismissed 
by three o’clock and no harm done to anyone, and the 
boy’s time be very profitably employed in the farm 
work so essential to the nation’s happiness. 
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A very regrettable tendency among children reach- 
ing the age of fourteen is that of leaving school to 
take up work that offers present pecuniary allure- 
ment. The membership of High Schools is being 
made less by the withdrawal of boys and girls from 
the Grammar grades. For this reason Arms Academy 
is not likely to have as large a membership as was 
hoped previous to the opening of the war. I recall 
one list of five pupils in the upper-grammar grade in 
one of the schools, who would enter the High School 
next fall if it were not that they were offered work in 
the factories. Most of the group would be of credit 
to the school. 

The later effects of this withdrawal from valuable 
educational opportunities for knowledge and mental 
growth should very carefully be weighed.’ It is a 
question whether the present pecuniary gain is great 
enough to offset the less earning power of the indi- 
vidual a few years from now when the war has 
ceased, and thousands of like working abilities and 
capacities are obliged to find other means of liveli- 
hood. The child who leaves school at the age of four- 
teen, even if the war closes within two years, will 
have great hesitancy in returning to school life. 

It was in today’s paper that I read the statement 
that in a certain department of the Army, the edu- 
cated man decidedly outranked the noneducated man. 
Someone has said that this is a war of brains. It is 
true that the highly educated individuals have been 
called to take places of responsibility. We shall need 
men of large intelligence and expert business ability, 
and of expert technical training to carry on the work 
of peace after the war. If if is true that the power 
of a nation is somewhat measured by the average 
level of the intelligence of its people, then the nation 
that permits its boys and girls to be withdrawn from 
the schools, either Elementary or Secondary, is pre- 
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paring itself through lowering its general average of 
intelligence, to become a less powerful country intel- 
lectually and industrially. Unless our youths are 
kept in school there will be a dearth of properly 
equipped individuals to carry on the nation’s work 
with the efficiency that we demand. It would seem 
to be a part of patriotism to teach our children that 
they are serving their country by going to school and 
acquiring those essentials without which they cannot 
render themselves of most value to their community 
and their country. 


We shall need doctors, lawyers, engineers, preach- 
ers, men of great financial capacity and executive 
ability, and the like after the war, and to have them, 
we, who can, must do work that needs to be done, 
rather than permit the children and the youth to be 
withdrawn from educational life.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


Following the usual methods, but with better re- 
sults, from experience gained from previous exam- 
mations, | have found the general condition of the 
school children even better than the year before. 
This may be due to many causes, but I think that 
there is a gradual trend to better hygiene in the 
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homes, as well as at school, that certainly tends to 
great improvement in health. During the year there 
has been very‘few cases of contagious diseases, with 
no epidemics. With an occasional case of searlet 
fever, we should all be seriously reminded that any 
condition that is suspicious in the least should be the 
very best excuse to keep the child home from school 
for a day or two to wateh developments, as a tardy 
or absent mark against a child is a mark of honor 
where it is caused by regard for the other scholars. 
Please let every one remember this. Our teachers 
are instructed to dismiss any pupil who has any 
symptoms of infection or contagion. They are also 
instructed to dismiss any pupil who attends school 
in an untidy condition, for there is absolutely no ex- 
cuse for allowing a child to attend school in a filthy 
eondition. There are fewer cases of diseased tonsils 
and enlarged glands of neck, and also fewer cases of 
adenoids, as several were operated on last summer. 
Teeth show better care than before. The school- 
houses are in good condition generally. Privys as 
good as their. presence will allow and modelled as 
they are, and the same may be said of the water- 
closets, as it would appear that those at the Center 
School have never been very satisfactory, either from 
improper instalment or misuse. 


Only four pupils in school unvaccinated and all 
exempted by physical conditions.
